The auditor of the Postoffice Depart- 


ment ha3 discovered frauds in the 
money order accounts which may show 
a loss of hundreds'' ot- thousands of 
dollars, 
:

The auditor saya there are mne pos- 


sible methods by. which*dishonest 
officials may defraud the Government 
in the money order business. Several 
Instances have been discovered in 
which money orders were issued for 
amounts as high as $100 and were re- 
ported by the issuing postmaster, at- 
one or two dollars each. The number 
of frauds of that character perpetrated 
can only be surmised, as the practice 
of checking money order accounts in 
the auditor s office was changed, and 
the orders were audited1 by stubs or 
coupons and cot by the orders them- 
selves. The number of frauds perpe- j 
trated in the three, years in which that 
system was in vogue will probably 
never be known, as it would take one- 
hundred men a year or moro to exam- 
ine the hundred millions of orders 
iasa&d during the' years the orders 
were audited by stubs' sent from the 
Issuing office. There is no way by 
which the number of fraudulent orders 
can be ascertained, except by auditing 
the orders, and as that would take years 
and involve .a beavy!.'exgense, it is not 
likely to be adopted..

15 .pound sahiion in 20 minutes than 
the best fisherman oh the .wHole-Jersey 
coasfe can kill blnefish in a'whole d&y. 


I owned quite a number of sawmills 


on the sound, and although there •were 
a good many crack razorback fish catch- 
ers there! stoodTOady any jime to, back 
mine v?rth my last mill against afly 
other one, bar none, that could be 
brought qa-That'Jiog as a-fisherman 
Was simply a wonder, and he never 
caught, anything bufrsalmon. They were 
salmon that probably jon and I would 
not care .to eat, 'for they;"were.: a trifle 
weak'aud slightly' uhder'tjje: weather— 
,mayDe)the liobkbill^ but more than like- 
ly the dog salmon. And hoga are not 
tho only four footed flshgrs for these out 
there either, not by a big sight. I have 
seen, within a distance "of less than a 
mile along one of those Puget sound 
streams, hall a dozen bears, a family or 
tw.6 of wildcats, a whole colony of rac- 
coons, not a few_ wolves, besides a dozen 
or more razorback hogs,, to say nothing 
of a score or 'so of eagles, all engaged in 
the sport of fishing for dog salmon. 


Bat, speaking of .that particular razor- 


back-salmon "catcher of miiie,-.he got' so 
export at-landtng dog salmon and hook- 
bills ,and-humpies, arid: similar "kinds 
that he got the big head and thought 
.he'd try his haiid, or rather his snout, 
on a run • of fresh tyheas or chinooks. 
These aie the 'boss salmon, and the nice, 
yellow, savory chaps you get in the caiis 
they ship from out there. When he is 
feeling good, and that is pretty much 
all the time, you might as well take a 
fall out of your sawmill as fool with a 
tyhee. He doesn't think a thing of 
weighing 50 pounds, and he travels in 
processions so big that, along , in June, 
when he is'going up the streams to the 
spa'wriirig-'beds, yon can almost' walk 
across a stream on the backs.. 


That hog' of mine got it into his head 


that he was cut ont for better things 
than yanking weak and tired dog salm- 
on out of water and that tyhee were 
about his size. 1 saw him making his 
way one day vary leisurely to a stream 
that ran toward the sound just back of 
my mill, - and I thought it was a little 
queer, for there wasn't much in his for- 
aging line in that direction. I was busy, 
though, and paid no attention to the 
matter. A minute or two later I heard 
the hog give a loud squeal of distress, 
and, looking in that direction, I saw 
him in the water, struggling to get 
aw.ay from something that had hold of 
him. I ran to give him some help and 
got there just in time to see the razor- 
back jerked head first under the water 
and'disappear beneath the surface like a 
stoue." • 


A dead tyhee, maybe a 20 pounder, 


lay half on the shore and half iu the 
water. Marks on it' showed that the 
hog must have captured it- 
But tyhees 


weren't invalid dog salmon, and a cou- 
ple of. tho captured fish's toweling .com- 
panions, in my opinion, had rushed to 
its assistance. Aid was too late and 
vengeance took its place. The avenging 
tyhees-had just'reached out and taken 
Mr. Bazorback by the neck, and, in 
spite of his resistance, had lugged him 
in and drowned him. He floated down 
half an hour or so later and was a little 
the worst looking pig I have ever seen. 
If he had been butchered, scaldod, 
scraped and half dressed, he couldn't 
have looked more torn up. He was tie 
only razorback I ever knew or heard of 
that -tried to fish for tyhees.'- I was sor- 
ry to lose him, for I was counting on 
making a good deal of mpney on him, 
backing him in his line against all com- 
ers, but his ambition was fatal to all 
my hopes.—New York Sun.

Fields Will Never Reach Them Because 
of Inadequate Transportation Facilities— 
The Greatest 
Gold Stampede 
in the 


World's History—Why Seattle and Wash- 
ington is Prosperous. 
The scenes in this busy town now- 


adays remind oldNrvadana of the good, 
old Comstoekdays, when Virginia City 
seemed to be the Mecca of all human- 
ity, and tbe universal impulse was to 
"get there." To be "in it" just now 
one must be either going to Alaska or 
doing business with those who are. 


Whether by her extensive advertis- 


ing, by her location, or by chance, it is 
a settled fact that Seattle is the point 
at which nine out of every ten semi- 
Arctic argonauts will bid civilization 
farewell and plunge into the wilderness 
of .snow and ice that Hea uuder the rays 
of the midnight sun. How large a 
number there will be of those adven- 
turous spirits who will make their start 
between now and next autumn is a 
question. Seattle expected and pre- 
pured last fall for a crowd; within the 
past ;month she has awakened to the 
fact sho will have an nrrny, and to-day, 
if indications amount to anything, she 
will soon be overrun by a multitude of 
gold-hunters.
